hour, enough to escape the earth’s 
gravitational pull. 
By 8 a.m. EST scientists at the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Agency figured the rocket was 66- 
GOO miles out, more than a fourth 
of the distance of about 220.000 
miles to the moon. 
72,400 Miles <>n Way 
By 9 a.m. instrument readings 
and

placed the Pioneer 72.400 miles on : 
its way. 
At the 72,400 mile level the new 
Pioneer was down to 6,518 miles 
an hour. That was close to the 
speed estimated in advance for 
that point in the flight. Scientists 
stuck to their prediction that the 
rocket would pass the moon, at a 
distance of some 35.000 miles, 
around 2 p.m. EST Wednesday.

Siles took to the streets and the 
radio after the rioting resulted in 
the fatal shooting of a 15-year-old 
student. At one point mobs burned 
the U.S. flag but there were no 
reports of injuries to Americans. 
In a radio appeal, Siles said the 
U.S. charge d’affaires had tcld 
him the Time magazine article 
did not correspond to statem ents 
made by an American diplomatic 
official. 
There had been, Siles told the 
nation, a “provocation by an ir­ 
responsible journalist that reflect­ 
ed the thought of international 
capitalism.”

The Treasury doesn’t like this, 
..pf course, because it could lead 
.to inflation of the whole economy. 
the moment 
however, it sees 
no clear way out. 
• 
Investor fears of rising interest 
rates and inflation have made it 
-difficult — if not impossible — for 
Uncle Sam to borrow needed bil­ 
lions on a long term basis, or 
even for an interm ediate period 
like five years. As a result, he 
has had to concentrate on getting 
short term loans which are much 
m ore inflationary. 
Many 
of 
these 
loans, 
which 
come due in three 
months 
to 
three years, are kissing cousins 
of greenbacks and they create a 
paradox. 
Uncle Sam has trouble getting 
lessinflationary long term loans, 
pafrtly because of inflation fears. 
So he borrows on a short term 
basis and thus reinforces the very 
fears which are compounding his 
problem. 
For Secretary of the Treasury 
Robert B. Anderson, this is a bit­ 
ter irony. Anderson is so vocal a 
foe 
of inflation 
that 
Sen. 
Paul 
Douglas <D-I11) recently 
accused 
him of being obsessed on the sub­ 
ject. 
The Treasury chief is acutely 
aw are that 
he, through his de­ 
partm ent, is helping to increise 
the in fb t’on potential he d r 'r ie 5;. 
Anderson has made a point of 
acquainting a number of recent 
visitors with the relationship be­ 
tween bank loans and inflation. 
The secretary begins by asking 
the visitor'! opinion on “m oneti­ 
zation of the debt.” He has found 
that a surprising num ber of gov­ 
ernm ent and business leaders are 
puzzled 
by 
the 
term . 
In 
such 
cases, he launches into a simple 
explanation. 


Assume the Treasury borrows a 
million dollars from a Washington 
bank. What is involved? 
The Treasury gives the bank a 
piece of p a p e r 
a government 
security 
which says Uncle Sam 
has borrowed a million dollars and 
will repay in so m any years at a 
fixed rate of interest. Because the 
worth of this piece of paper is 
vouched for by Uncle Sam, it as 
sumes real value and is listed 
among the bank’Us assets. 
On the liability 
side 
of 
the 
bank’s 
ledger 
is 
written an off­ 
setting entry. The bank 
sets up a 
new deposit of one million dollars 
against which the governm ent can 
write checks to pay its bills. 
Anderson asks 
where did the 
bank get this million dollars? Did 
it take the cash out of someone 
else’s account and give it to the 
Treasury? 
The answer is that it got the 
money from no one. It created 
one million dollars worth of credit 
on the strength of the T reasury’s ’ 
I OU. 
At t^is point the visitor is apt 
to 
comment, 
“ That’s 
just 
like 
printing 
greenbacks, 
and 
I ’m ’ 
against that.” 
Carrying the illustration further, 
as soon as the government writes 
checks against that deposit, mon­ 
ey which didn’t’ exist before goes 
into circulation. 
This is inflation of the money 
supply. 
The picture could change for the 
worse this year, however, if the 
Treasury continues to do most of 
its borrowing on a short term 
basis. The “ greenbacks” could get 
out of hand.

One of the things he yearns for 
m ost—prosperity—is the thing he 
seem s least able to stand.

There 
is 
considerable 
truth to the saying, 
“There is 
nothing yellower than a million 
dollars.” 
Certainly prosperity, more than 
conscience, m akes cowards of us 
all today. No nation in his’ory has 
known a greater, deeper, more 
widespread 
prosperity 
than 
the 
American nation has now. 
But prosperity has made us pet­ 
ulant rather than content, uneasy 
rather than confident. Instead of 
confirming us in our strength, it 
has tended to make us more fear­ 
ful of another’s power. We doubt 
ourselves in ways we shouldn’t. 
W’e seem, sometimes, less sure of 
ourselves than when tim es were 
harder. 
The 
curse 
of 
prosperity 
isn’t 
that we can’ take it with us when 
we go. It is (hat prosperity doesn’t 
seem 
to make us happy here, 
while we have it. 
As a people we feel a bit be­ 
trayed and cheated because of an 
amazing discovery; “ Money is>'’t ; 
everything.” 
We 
always 
said 
aloud we knew this, but in our 
hearts we secretly felt that if we 
just had enough money we would 
have just 
about everything we 
needed.

Inside Labor

Cutting up several billion dol­ 
lar^ in loot across this country are 
eight, possibly 10 or more, tightly 
run, centrally commanded crime 
s y n dicates—

Each 
crime 
combine has its own protection 
sy stem. That’s why it is organized. 
Each has its own defense fund. 
Each has its own connections— 
and “contract” contacts with the 
other criminal networks. 
Each has its special rackets. 
Each has its band of crooked, con­ 
trolled unions. These combines cut 
across geographic, national, ethnic 
and industrial lines. 
That’s what a group of the best 
Justice Department specialists be­ 
lieve after almost a y ear of study ­ 
ing the nation’s top 1500 criminals 
and tens of thousands of their rec­ 
ords. 


THIS REFLECTS what the cru­ 
sade—known as the McCelllan com­ 
mittee—has discovered 
in three 
y ears of pneumatic drill-ty pe prob­ 
ing of the labor and industry un­ 
derworld. 
Sen. McClellan and his coun­ 
sel, Bob Kennedy , as well as the 
various Justice Department units, 
for example, found no Chicago 
combine directly represented at the 
Apalachin crime convention. Con­ 
nections, y es. Delegates, no. Chi­ 
cago is the preserve of Tony Ac- 
cardo—at least in the labor-man- 
agement field. 
Thus, this array of Mr. Bigs, 
this series of baronies, this loose 
network of high commands is what 
moved both Sen. McClellan and 
Kennedy , on one side of the “first 
government,” and the Justice De­ 
partment, on the other, to the con­ 
clusion 
that 
only 
a 
“National 
Crime Commission” or a new Jus­ 
tice Department “ nerve center” 
can fight modern crime. 
Both the McClellan committee 
and the Justice Department will 
recommend such a central crime- 
fighting high command. Legisla­ 
tion will be introduced in Congress 
to set up a nerve center. 
Call it what you will, the ex­ 
perts feel that there must be one 
central section to battle the crime 
sy ndicates. 


AT THIS MOMENT there is no 
such pool of criminal data. While 
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modern crime is highly organized 
—the government’s crime fighting 
forces are decentralized into 
10,000 
to 20,000 anti-crime and enforce­ 
ment units. There are, for ex­ 
ample, some 5,00 prosecuting at­ 
torney s in the U S. 
The problem is to take all the 
federal, state and local units and 
centralize their information and co­ 
ordinate their efforts—without, of 
course, cutting into their powers or 
jurisdictions. 
Furthermore, most of these anti 
crime units are geared for the old- 
fashioned slugger. Modern crime 
can’t be fought merely with the 
techniques 
of 
fingerprints, 
bal­ 
listics, blood analy sis labs and all 
the electronic equipment left us on 
earth by the star probers. 
Coordinated economic analy sis is 
needed, too. Crime no longer is a 
m atter of just a corpus delicti— 
it’s a m atter of delicately organiz­ 
ed corporations. 
Sen. McClellan and Bob Kennedy 
have just revealed 
that 
crime 
sy ndicates control the economy of 
entire communities. These are in 
the Midwest. The committee has 
revealed that the sy ndicates reach 
into every thing from diaper deliv­ 
ery to garbage disposal (50-million- 
dollar-ay ear racket). 


JUST RECENTLY Kennedy dis­ 
closed that his committee has evi­ 
dence of mob control of some small 
banks. This makes it easier to cash 
checks. 
The McClellan committee has 
ripped the rocks off nexts of insect 
unions—scores 
of 
them. 
These 
can’t be fought by the regular 
unions, nor by the small busi­ 
nesses which they haunt and loot. 
Yet these tiny mob outfits have a 
combined take reaching into the 
millions. 
They , too. are part 6f a crime 
sy ndicate, mostly the Apalachin op­ 
eration. But there are other such 
gnat-sized unions across the land 
Without a nerve center, without 
a National Crime Commission, the 
experts believe, the past few y ears 
of probing will have created more 
headlines than headaches for the 
mobs.

A — No. Disability pay ments 
made under the rider in no way 
decrease the amount paid to ben­ 
eficiaries of y our GI insurance 
policy.

A — Repay ment of the prin­ 
cipal on GI permanent plan policy 
loans may be made at any time 
the insurance is in force; amounts 
of $5 or even multiples thereof are 
acceptable.

Co uld he po ssibly bring himself to do as Guidance 
co mmanded, and sacrifice his o wn so n as a burnt o ffering 
in the mo untains? 
Sadly , but o bediently , he prepared to carry o ut the 
o rder. He called two serv ants and to o k y o ung Isaac and 
placed him o n a do nkey . With bundles o f wo o d fo r the 
burnt o ffering , the little g ro up set o ff o n their jo urney 
into the wilderness. 
Isaac, who lo v ed and trusted his father, was happy 
at the pro spect o f a trip into the mo untains. He did no t 
no tice that Abraham walked like o ne himself co ndemned 
to die. No r did he see the tears that fell fro m his fathers 
sleepless ey es, as he spent v ig il o f the dark ho urs beside 
his so n. 
After trav eling three day s, Abraham came to the 
mo untain Go d had indicated as the place fo r the sacri­ 
fice.

Guarding Your Health

Questions and Answers 


Today ’s first question is an in­ 
teresting one, to which a careful 
reply must be given. 
Q — Please tell me if medicines 
prescribed by a phy sician are still 
safe to take after one or two 
y ears? 
A — Almost all medicines con­ 
sist of one or more chemical sub­ 
stances and many of these 
do 
change. The speed of such change 
depends on the nature of t h e 
chemicals, the temperature 
a t 
which they are stored, the exposure 
to air, and other factors. 
In other words, some medicines, 
particularly if unopened and stored 
under the proper temperature and 
light conditions, are likely to re­ 
main the same for longer than if 
they have been opened and stored 
at relatively high temperatures, 
and in light. In many instances the 
manufacturers place on the label 
the storage conditions 
desirable, 
and how long the medicines are 
considered to be good to use. 
In general, fresh medicines are 
likely to be somewhat strong e r 
than old ones. It seems to be rath­ 
er rare for any serious effects to 
occur, however, from taking med­ 
icines which have been on t h e 
shelves for a reasonable period.

A — There are several possibil­ 
ities. The most important are har­ 
dening of the arteries in the low­ 
er extremities, varicose veins, and 
impaired circulation resulting from 
heart disease. 
Diagnosis of the cause of the 
impaired circulation must come 
before treatment, since what can 
be done obviously depends on the 
cause. 
A Q Is there any danger to the 
eyes from fluorescent lighting? 
A — Recently this subject was 
discussed in a brief report from 
the Council on Industrial Health of 
the .American Medical Association. 
It was pointed out that light from 
some fluorescent lamps resembles 
day light more closely than that 


from the other ty pe of electric 
lighting, and this is a desirable 
quality . 
Some individuals are light sensi­ 
tive and experience ey e discomfort 
from light regardless of its ty pe. 
Noticeable flicker n:av be present 
in single tube fluorescent installa­ 
tions, but is usually eliminated in 
modern multiple-tube lighting. 
The conclusion reached is that 
fluorescent lighting is not harm ­ 
ful to the ey es and does not cause 
visual discomfort if properly in­ 
stalled, maintained and used. 
Q— What is the normal length 
of time for digestion of meals? 
A — The time for empty ing of 
the stmoach will vary , depending 
on the amount eaten and the nat­ 
ure of the food since some foods 
are digested more rapidly than oth­ 
ers. It also varies somewhat from 
one person to another and. in­ 
deed. in the same person from 
time to time. 
Ordinarily , however, the stom­ 
ach is pretty well emptied in from 
one to two hours after the average 
meal in a healthy person.

as often as not to lay it down and g et out. 
Asia is bey ond Western comprehension. The 
most important story unfolding in the word 
at the moment very well may be in China, 
from which U.S. newsmen are barred by an 
order of their own g overnment which# itself, 
knows little or nothing about China and does 
not have representation among the mainland 
Chinese of whom there now are estimated 
to be upward of a billion. 
There are 82 nations in the United Na­ 
tions. In the new Rand McNally & Co. Atlas, 
more than 300 capitals are listed, each repre­ 
senting a focal point of political activity . For 
all practical purposes, an American thinks he 
is keeping abreast of world events if he has 
a smattering of information about Washing ­ 
ton, his own state capital and a working 
knowledg e of names that recur in the news 
from London, Paris, Moscow and Rome. Tok­ 
y o beg ins to g row dim. Every thing else is 
dimmer; some of it is in darkness. 
The trouble in Ny asaland is about linking 
it with Keny a and Tang any ika, instead of 
Rhodesi. A citizen of “one world,’’ as the 
late Wendell Willkie liked to call it, would 
be ready with a firm opinion. But as time 
passes and the Willkie-sim about “one world’ 
underg oes more scrutiny there is room for 
a contrary point of view. 
Wendell Willkie. it will be recalled, thoug ht 
the world had shrunk because it could be 
g irdled by airplanes. Today , it can be g irdled 
by missiles, too, but no one thinks of it any 
more as shrinking . 
The world today is not g eog raphy any 
more but people’s problems and perversities, 
which keep g rowing by leaps and bounds. 


If reports of unrest in Ny asaland leave y ou 
incredulous — not about the unrest, which is 
plausible, but about Ny asaland, which isn’t— 
the time has come to murmur^ “It's a big 
world.’ 
Ny asaland, which is as capable of having 
bloodshed as any other part of the big world, 
is a British protectorate, established by an 
act of Parliament in 1953. It has a g overnor, 
an ex ecutive council and an electorate, and 
is part of the Central African Federation. 
Northern Rhodesia and Southern Rhodesia are 
the two other members of the Federation. 
You find Ny asaland on the map of Africa 
by looking for Lake Ny asa bordering Tan­ 
g any ika and Mozambique. 
There is nothing to be ashamed of in not 
being able to remember all the places on 
the earth where civil disorder is likely to 
break out. Day by day the world g rows larg ­ 
er. Far from being the “small world after 
all” that people like to think it is when they 
run into a friend in some far-off place, it 
is an immense complex of nationalities and 
the animosities that g row out of natonalism. 
It is common among Americans to despair 
of keeping up with the news about disorders 
and threats of disorders in Europe. South 
America is baffling for the most part, be­ 
cause impressions about it are blurred. Post­ 
master General Summerfield was so vag ue 
about the g ood neig hbors to the south that 
he forg ot Ecuador in a Washing ton ceremony 
this week and precipitated a diplomatic pro­ 
test. 
Africa Is even harder to comprehend, ex ­ 
cept for Britons who are still bearing the 
white man’s burden there — and being urg ed 


L ab o r Refo rm Wo u ld Need a Miracle 


Labor reform is an academic issue for 
mo.it of the people of the United States. They 
have no direct interest in unionism and no 
direct stake. 
But by the same token, business reform 
at the turn of the century was an academic 
issue for most Americans, too. They looked 
upon trust-busting and the war ag a;nst monop­ 
oly as a remote strug g le between the titans 
of business and politicians who had found a 
vote-producing talking point. 
But trust-busting and the war ag ainst 
monopoly were g iven tremendous impetus by 
a political factor—the effrontery of the in­ 
terests that would be affected in acting as if 
they somehow were bey ond the law and un­ 
touchable. They created a poplitical animosity 
they could not control. 
To this day , there is political dy namite in 
the claim that business interests are try ing 
to dominate the g overnment. On innumer­ 
able occasions, clever politicians have been 
able to rally votes ag ainst otherwise worthy 
causes by making it appear that business 
interest were try ing to put over something 
on a presumably innocent electorate. 
Yet it seems not to have occurred to any 
substantial number of voters that a power 
even g reater than that of business now is 
in a position to dictate to Cong ress on na­ 
tional leg islation. 
The prospect of any worthwhile proposal 
for labor reform is clouded in this session 
of Cong ress by the edict of AFL-CIO that 
only iU approved proposal—the Kennedy -r- 


vin bi 1—shall be considered. It has g iven 
orders to its presumably captive representa­ 
tives and senators that they must not pay 
any attention to the Ejsenhower administra­ 
tion’s bill or to ^ the proposals by Sen. Mc- 
Cellan, whose investig ations of corrupt prac­ 
tices in unions have supplied the motive 
for laoor reform. 
It may well be that the outcome of this 
irreconcilable attitude will be no labor re­ 
form at all, or what would be almost as 
bad—a weak and ineffectual law that would 
have no effect on serious corruption y et 
would lull the public into a false sense of 
security . 
Labor reform worth the name woulld need 
a miracle to win cong ressional approval when 
unions have the power to veto over any 
proposal that they have not found suitable to 
their needs. 
A minority ag ain has worked its way into 
a position to dictate to the g overnment of the 
United States. What remains to be seen is 
how long it will take before it g enerates 
enoug h opposition to curb its powr. 
When the business monopolists were ask­ 
ing to g et their wing s clipped, they finally 
g ot what they were asking for during Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt’s presidency ; they had been 
working up to it since the end of the Civil 
War. 
It may take union labor a few more y ears 
to learn that no one dictates to a republic 
any long er than is required for an opposition 
to take shape and assert itself.

Perhaps one of the most ex tra­ 
ordinary comments in 30 y ears in 
American politics was made the 
other day on a television network 
by

dency , but — 
probably 
be­ 
cause

delicacy of the 
subject 
— it 
evoked 
rela­ 
tively 1 i 11 e 
c om ment in 
political 
cir­ 
cles. 
OitII La wrence 
Sen. John F. Kennedy , (D-Mass), 
was asked on the ‘Face the Na­ 
tion” prog ram whether he thoug ht 
a Catholic today could be elected 
to the presidency , and he frankly 
said he didn’t know. One of the 
newsmen on the prog ram observ­ 
ed that many people think A1 
Smith, Democratic nominee for the 
presidency in 1928, failed to win 
because he was a Catholic, and 
asked Mr. Kennedy — himself a 
Catholic — whether the same ob­ 
jection prevails today . The senator 
replied; 
‘Wei, I thi‘nk there were other 
factors involved in the Smith cam­ 
paig n in 1928 and it’s hard to iso­ 
late it. 
“I would think that probably if a 
Catholic became a candidate that 
this matter of his views on the 
question of the First Amendment— 
separation of church and state — 
would become a matter of public 
discussion and it’s quite proper that 
it should. Whether it would mean 
his defeat I don’t know. I suppose 
we won’t g et a judg ment on that 
unti it’s put to the test. But our 
ex perience in the last 20 y ears, in 
other elections for lesser offices, 
has been that the American people 
make their judg ment on a man’j 
g eneral competence and responsi­ 
bility , and do not feel that a re­ 
lig ious test should be applied to 
any candidate for any of the of­ 
fices under the Constitution. 


“THAT HAPPENS to be my view 
and, I think, the view of most 
Americans, and it seems to be our 
ex perience. 
Now, 
whether 
that 
would still hold true for the presi­ 
dency , I suppose only time can tell 
us.” 
The Massachusetts senator will 
certainly find many people dis­ 
ag reeing with him that a man’s re. 
lig ion should be discussed in any 
political campaig nt but Mr. Ken­ 
nedy , as a practical politician, is 
willing to face the fact that such 
discussion does arise during cam­ 
paig ns and, hence, unhesitating ly 
g ives his views now on two points 
usually broug ht up. One is whether 
an American ambassador would oe 
sent to the Vatican and whether 
federal aid to parochial schools 
be advocated. 
On both points the senator say s 
“ no” quite emphatically . He recalls 
that President Truman, himsef a 
Protestant, nominated an ambassa­ 
dor — a non-Catholic — to g o to 
the Vatican, 
but 
the 
Senate 
wouldn’t confirm the appointment. 
Mr. Kennedy say s the subject is so 
controversia it would have “divis­ 


ive effects at home’ and he doesn’t 
think the advantag es outweig h the 
disadvantag es. 
As for aid to parochial schools, 
he points out that this has been 
held unconstitutional by the Su­ 
preme Court of the I nited States 
under the First Amendment, which 
calls for a separation of church 
and state. 
He mig ht also have added that 
many Catholics have held the of­ 
fice 
of 
g overnor in 
important 
states in recent y ears and not one 
has ever advocated financing paro­ 
chial schools with state funds. 


MR. KENNEDY was asked his 
views during the television pro­ 
g ram because he had written re­ 
cently an article for a mag azine in 
which he came out flatly ag ainst 
sending an ambassador to the Vti- 
can and ag ainst federal financing 
of parochial school^. 
He evidently believes that, ff 
these issues are to be discussed as 
having a possible relationship to 
his own candidacy , the sooner his 
own position is made clear, the bet­ 
ter are his chances to subordinate 
such questions in the public mind. 
He told the television audience 
that, judg ing from the mail he has 
just recived, his views are shar­ 
ed “by the g reat majority of the 
Catholics in this country .” 
As for the 198 campaig n, it is 
true, as Mr. Kennedy say s, that 
there were other factors w h i c h 
worked ag ainst the election of the 
Democratic nominee. The country 
was in the midst of a business 
boom. This factor favored a contin­ 
uation of Republican role. Prohibi­ 
tion sentiment was still strong , es- 
peciallly in the South, and account­ 
ed for much of the swing away 
from the Democrats, whose nomi­ 
nee was known as a “wet.” A1 
sorts of considerations, therefore, 
affected the voting . 


IT SEEMS incredible that in free 
America, where the Constitution 
bars any relig ious test for the hold­ 
ing of public office, there should 
be such an issue in politics. 
A1 Smith, early in 1928, met the 
question head on with an article 
which should have cleared away 
any doubts that a Catholic’s aleg i- 
ance to his country is paramount 
and that such alleg iance does not 
confict with a Catholic’s oblig a­ 
tions to his church. 
Incidentally , in 1943 Lt. Kennedy , 
an ex pert swimmer, finding him­ 
self alfoat in the waters of the 
South Pacific when a Japanese de­ 
stroy er cut his P-T boat in half 
and killed two of his men, thoug ht 
only of duty to his country and to 
his companions, irrespective of 
their faith, as he broug ht about 
their rescue — an act of heroism 
for which he was awarded the Na­ 
vy and Marine Corps Medal. His 
spone injuries resulting from that 
incident kept him in the hospital 
for long periods afterward. 
Sen. Kennedy is elig ible for the 
presidency by every proper stand­ 
ard and by the words of the con­ 
stitution itself. The only question to 
be determined is whether he is the 
best fitted of all the candidates now 
being mentioned for the Democrat­ 
ic nomination for the presidency . 
Natio n al Debt Plan

WASHINGTON (AP) - Many a 
mail has looked at the national 
debt — big as a mountain in dollar 
bills — and asked himself: “How 
can we cut it down to pebble 
size?” 
The 
latest 
to 
look 
and 
be 
appalled is Rep. James C. Wrig ht 
Jr., 36. a Tex as Democrat. He has 
an idea which mig ht take 100 
y ears to work out. But he thinks 
it’s better than just sitting and 
looking . 
Althoug h- Wrig ht stuck a needle 
in the national conscience, and 
one House member after another 
arose to applaud him, nothing is 
likely to come of the idea ex cept 
that it may be enshrined in a 
place set aside for noble thoug hts. 
The national debt now is 285 
bullion dollars. This y ear the g ov­ 
ernment will have to pay $8 ,100,- 
000 000 in interest on it, without 
knocking of a dime on the prin­ 
cipal 
Wrig ht, 
like others, hates to 
think of that g oing on indefinitely . 
He told the House that with inter­ 
est rates g oing up, the g overn­ 
ment soon will probably be pay ­ 
ing $9,8 00.000,000 a y ear in inter­ 
est, if we just assume the total 
debt remains unchang ed and does 
not g et even hig her than it is now. 
So Wrig ht said: “This means 
that if thing s g o along ex actly as 
they have been g oing , without any 
more increases in the national 
debt 
and 
without 
still another 
jump in the interest rates, in 29 
y ears we shall have paid the total 
amount of the debt and still owe 
every penny of it.” 
Wrig ht sug g ests Cong ress tell 
the Treasury Department to set 
aside each y ear one per cent of 
the present national debt of 285 
billion — or $2,8 50,000,000 a y ear 
— to pay off the principal. 
This, Wrig ht fig ures, would be 
cutting down not only on th esize 
of the debt each y ear but on the 
interest, too. 
Using a 283 billion dollar debt 
fig ure which is now the perman­ 
ent debt ceiling — the temporary 
ceiling until July 1 is hig her than 
that — Wrig ht told the House: “In 
100 y ears we could completely re- . 
tire the debt by pay ing 495 billion 
in in terest An d 28 3 billion in o^in- 
cipai, m a totai o* 778 Pillion. 
“But if we pay nothing on the 
debt itself, the interest alone for 


100 y ears will be 980 billion, and 
we will still owe the debt of 28 3 
billion, or a total of 1.263 trillion.” 
The only trouble with the idea 
— if it was g oing to work on 
schedule — is that f°r 100 y ears 
the g overnment would have to 
balance its budg et and not g o 
further into debt. 
But# it hasn’t been doing that. 
The budg et, or cost of running the 
g overnment, has been g oing up. 
While this y ear President Eisen­ 
hower is making a try at budg et- 
balancing , the chances 
are he 
won’t make it. 
His budg et this y ear called for 
spending 77 billion and he estimat­ 
ed the g overnment would take in 
throug h tax es and other revenue 
$77,100.000.000 or $100,000,000 more 
coming in than g oing out. But 
even 
these 
estimates 
included 
hig her 
postal 
rates and 
g aso­ 
line 
tax es, 
and 
some 
ot h e r 
chang es Cong ress isn’t likely to 
make. 
For Wrig ht’s idea to work — 
that is, for the g overnment to 
spend every y ear around $2,8 50,- 
000.000 on pay ing off on the debt 
— the g overnment would have to 
be taking in more than it spent. 
How could it do that? In only 
one of two way s: either by reduc­ 
ing spending or g etting more in­ 
come or revenue, which would 
mean raising tax es. But g overn­ 
ment spending seems pretty sure 
to be g oing up, not down. And 
new tax es aren’t popular.

bu s.

Dr. A. L. Jo nes o f the Clev eland 
facility said he was reaso nably 
certain his eq u ip ment wo u ld hav e 
p icked u p a reflected signal if the 
Disco v erer had been where it was 
su p p o sed to be. 
An Air Fo rce sp o kesman said 
Mo nd ay night that signals p icked 
u p by a tracking statio n in Alaska 
tend ed to su bstantiate p rev io u s be­ 
lief that o rbit had been achiev ed .

The Co mmu nists hav e since ex ­ 
p and ed the p ro p o sal into the Po l­ 
ish p lan fo r a neu tral zo ne fro m 
which all nu clear weap o ns wo u ld 
be barred . 
Macmillan and Khru shchev said

“The free interchange o f v iews 
and id eas which has taken p lace 
has created a better u nd erstand ­ 
ing o f the resp ectiv e attitu d es o f 
the two go v ernments, and has 
thereby mad e a u sefu l co ntribu ­ 
tio n to ward the fo rthco ming in­ 
ternatio nal d iscu ssio ns in a wid er 
circle.” 
“The co mmo n o bjectiv e remains 
the u ltimate p ro hibitio n o f nu clear 
weap o ns and the ap p licatio n o f 
nu clear energy so lely to p eacefu l 
p u rp o ses,” the co mmu niq u e said . 
“They reco gnize, ho wev er, the 
great imp o rtance o f achiev ing 
agreement to sto p nu clear tests 
u nd er an effectiv e sy stem o f in­ 
ternatio n ad insp ectio n and co ntro l. 
Rev iewed Co u rse 
“They rev iewed the co u rse o f 
the wo rk o f the Genev a co nfer­ 
ence o n the d isco ntinu ance o f nu ­ 
clear weap o ns tests and reso lv ed 
to co ntinu e their effo rts to reach 
a satisfacto ry agreement.” 
In co ntrast with the chilly at­ 
mo sp here which d ev elo p ed at the 
mid p o int o f the talks, the signing 
o f the co mmu niq u e in the Krem­ 
lin was an o ccasio n fo r smiles 
and lau ghter.

Po wered by Ju no 
Po wered by a fo u r-stage Ju no 
II ro cket, the p ro be was hu rtled 
alo ft fro m Cap e Canav eral, Fla., 
10% minu tes after mid night, in a 
lau nching d escribed “as near p er­ 
fect as co u ld be d etermined .” 
Two and o ne-half ho u rs later, 
ju biiant scientists o f the Natio nal 
Aero nau tics and Sp ace Ad minis­ 
tratio n here rep o rted “v ery fav o r­ 
able” resu lts. 
The p red icted su ccess o f this at­ 
temp t came after fo u r U.S. fail­ 
u res to o rbit o r p ass the mo o n. 
One o f three Air Fo rce tries sent 
a p ro be u p 7 1,300 miles befo re it 
fell back to earth and was bu rned 
u p in the atmo sp here. The Army ’s 
first try end ed at 63,580 miles. 
The So v iets claim to hav e es­ 
tablished the first man-mad e p lan­ 
et in a so lar o rbit after a lau nch 
ing last Jan. 4.

Wildcats Voted 
No. 1 in AP Poll 


Bearcats Close in 
On Second Position 


By The Associated Press 
Kentucky’s Wildcats may find 
themselves in the unenviable pos­ 
ition of having to defend two firsts 
when they begin play in the 1959 
NCAA basketball tournament. 
Kentucky, 
which 
finished 
its 
regular season with a 23-2 record 
and a tie for second place in the 
Southeastern Conference, will be­ 
gin its NCAA title defense in the 
Midwest regionals at Evanston, 
111., March 13. The W’ildcats got 
in because Mississippi State, the 
Southeastern 
Conference 
cham­ 
pion, wouldn’t play in a tourna­ 
ment where other teams had Ne­ 
gro players. 
Kentucky not only will be de­ 
fending the NCAA title, but likely 
will go into the tournament ranked 
as the No. 1 college team in The 
Associated Press pall. This week’s 
voting again put Kentucky on top 
by a margin of over 100 paints 
over runner-up Kansas State. 
Kansas State (22-1) has two 
more games to play, however, 
and these could lead to stronger 
support in the voting of sports 
writers and broadcasters in the 
AP poll. Third-place Cincinnati 
also has some key games left on 
its schedule. 
On the ballots of 104 writers 
and broadcasters, Kentucky edged 
K-State by only 32-28 in the first 
place voting but retained first 
place on points 858 to 750. Cincin­ 
nati, with only seven firsts, drew 
703 points. 
Since The Associated Press poll 
was inaugurated in 1949, Kentucky 
has finished on top four times but 
won the NCAA title in only two 
of those years—1949 and 1951.
